Thirty-two thousand rural mail 
| carriers are now acting as agents in 
the sale of Defense Savings Stamps, 
Treasury Department. Demand for 
| postal officials have informed the 
| the stamps in sparsely settled dis- 
| tricts caused the Post Office De- 
partment to authorize the carriers 
to act as salesmen. 

The stamps range in value from 
ten cents to five dollars.
